CHALONER, DEAD 
OR ALIVE, AS YOU 
CHOOSE, IS IN N. Y. 


New York, April 5.—The robust, vir- 
‘le “ ghost " of John Armstrong Chalon- 
*r, millionaire, who was adjudged in- 
wane by a New York court twenty-two 
years ago, and later pronounced “ lo- 
tally dead" by a sheriff’s jury after his 
escape from the Bloomingdale insane 
asylum, returned to New York today 
after an’ absence of twenty-two years, 
to prosecute a suit for alleged libe 
against a newspaper here. : 

The “ghost,” who says he is still 
“dead” under the “ Machiavelian 
laws” of New York state, came to 
the city from his home at Merry Mills, 
Va., where he has been held to be both 
“alive” and sane, under a writ of pro- 
tection granted by Federal Judge Hand. 
This writ restrains New York authori. 
ties from. rearresting and committing 
him to Bloomingdale. 

Mr. Chaloner, once a prominent Wall 
Street attorney, a brother of Lewis 
Stuyvesant Chanler, former lieutenant 
governor of New York, and great- 
grandson of John Jacob Astor, said he 
found New York little changed since 
his sensational disappearance more 
than two decades ago. He asserted he 
had no desire to make his home here 
again, as he did not “ jibe”’ with “ high 
society.” 

Mr. Chaloner, formerly Chanler, had 
his name changed at the time the Vir- 
ginia courts pronounced him sane, be- 
cause of his belief that members of his 
family had brought about his incarcer- 
ation. 

Since his escape from Bloomingdale 
he has made persistent efforts to have 
the insanity judgment against him here 
invalidated in order that he might re- 
gain a fortune of $1,500,000, of which 
he was deprived at the time of his com. 
mitment. This fortune, however, still 
is withheld from him.

Future Wars in Air. 

In advocating thé immediate appro- 
priation of $300,000,000 Maj. Gen. Seely, 
undersecretary for air, told parliament: 

“I believe the proportion of air 
force to land-and- sea forces will be 
2n ever growing proportion. F am not 
at all aure that within a few years 
air power may not thake. fleets and 
armies, as we see them, obsolete. Cer- 
tainly that would be so if the progress 
in the air were anything like as rapid 
in the next ten years as it has been 
in the last ten. | 

“The power of aerial attack is so 
great and so swift-and the preparations 
for it can be made so secretly that we 
should be gravely to blame—anxiously 
as we look forward to a more peaceful 
world, certain as we are that we shall 


neglected the defense of what I may 
call our air as we protect our surround. 
ing seas. 

“But, of course, in defending our 
island and by so doing ‘@efending the 
integrity of our empire @&ainst hostile 
attack, if it should ever*tome grom the 
air, we do not rely so much of great 
numbers as on remaining in the fore- 
front of aerial development.”

_ “We are farther advanced than any 
ether nation,” said Gen. Seely. “We 
are the first nation to have legislation 
such as we passed the other day.

Something Will Happen 
When They Meet in 
Rotterdam.

She told me-a lot 
more, enough to fill two war novels. 
Here is a thumbnail sketch of her 
story: 

She tried to hide several Belgian sol- 
diers near Liege and the Germans de 
tected her.

She 
led them away and their parents never 
heard of them again, for she took them 
to German prisons, where they were 
locked up for attempting to escape 
from Belgium.

Evidence in Mean's favor, 
found among his seized effects, was 
suppressed by Dooling. Ambrose was 
hired aid in efforts to put Means 
where’he could not hinder the control 
of the King estate, and, was fur- 
nished large amounts of money to fur- 
ther t purpose. He was instruct- 
ed to steal the second will if he could 
find it and kring it to the conspirators. 
Ambrose announced publicly at the 
time that he had found an “eye wit- 
ness" to the murder and then offered 
to stop the Means’ progecution if he 
would deliver the second King will.

The fact that an inquest had been 
held over the body of Mrs. King in 
North Carolina was concealed from 
Coroner Hoffman and he was induced 
to hold a second inquest here.

seven ““Wobblies” admitted to bail by 
the United States Court of Appeals 
Wednesday. There are warrants for 
about half of the thirty-seven. The 
warrants vary in charges from an- 


archy to active sabotage. Hearings |:

thorities, but the order for deportation 
must come from the secretary of state. 

The I. W. W. leaders are serving sen- 
tences from one to twenty years. Wil-

‘Lessing’ Rosenthal, former president 
of the Municipal Voters’ league in the 
days when there was real fighting be- 
tween the “gray wolves” and the re- 
form forces, last night replied to 
Mayor Thompson's assault on the 
league. 

He harked back to the days of the 
Yerkes régime when asked for an opin- 
ion on the efficacy of the league in Chi- 
cago politics. He predicts that anoth- 
er reign of municipal “ rottenness” 
will result if the vigilance of the 
league is relaxed—that now, more 
than at any time in recent years, the 
league is of vital interest to the tax- 
payers of Chicago. 

Rosenthal’s Statement. 


Mr. Rosenthal’s statement follows: 

“Tt doesn’t surprise me that Mayor 
Thompson would like to see the Munic- 
ipal Voters’ league annihilated. Noth- 
ing that Mayor Thompson would say 
or do would surprise me, ‘ With his 
point of view and the matters that 
concern him, it would be unnatural 
for him to look with favor upon the 
Municipal Voters’ league or any other 
association organized for the city’s 
welfare. 

“But, after all. it ie not the Mu- 
nicipat Voters’ igague that the mayor 
ie after. Crafty politician that he ts, 
he sees that the best way of destroy- 
ing the force, the influence, the stand- 
ing of the city council is to crush the 
body: that is giving the council its 
chief support. For four years past 
the city council has been the bulwark 
of our citizens. It has afforded our 
people the protection which there is no 
telling what might have happened to 


Chicago without it. 
Frustrated by Aldermen. 

*When the mayor appointed a civil 
gervice commission supservient to his 
purposes, and this, in turn, cast out 
the efficiency staff, the council itself, 
in the interest of the city, appointed 
its own efficiency aids, Time and again 
the mayor’s efforts have been frustrat- 
ed by the reliable members of the coun- 
cil. His only recourse was his veto 
power, and even this would have been 
of no avail had it not been for the sup- 
port of such notorious, discredited ald- 
ermen as Kenna, Coughlin, L. B. An- 
derson, Cullerton, Powers, Fick, and a 
few more o t stamp. | 

“A coun omposed of Kennas, 
Coughlins, Cullertons, Powerses, and 
Ficks would suit the mayor's purposes. 
He would then find no difficulty in con- 
trolling the city as he chose.

few suggestions which I believe will 
meet the approval of the public course 
players. 

Let the charge be nominal, 15 or 25 
cents a round, or give season tickets 
as they choose. But what is to be done 
with the revenue? Here you are: 

1. Tear down, or burn up if you like, 
that antiquated ‘‘airtight’’ building 
called the golf shelter at Jackson park, 
and build an up to date restaurant, lock- 
er room, with shower baths, swimming 
pools, etc. 

2. Give a good salary to two special 
golf course policemen, who will have au- 
thority to keep on the courses all day, 
moving the slow players along so there 
will not be, as occurred last year and 
every year, one or two vacant holes on 
the course and four or fice sets of players 
*becalmed "' on the tees for want of 
‘sailing orders.” 

3. Pay a good greens keeper, who will 
have full charge of fairways and greens 
and see that the divots are put back, the 
greens rolled and swept frequently, and 
flags changed at intervals. This man 
will, if he is wide awake, find plenty of 
room for his energy and ability. 

4. There are a few holes at Jackson 
park the layout of which could be slight 
ly changed so as to prevent congestion. 
The matter could be handled by a com- 
peter® professional at the direction of 
the commissioners. 

5. If possible secure a larger area near 
the present nine hole course and extend 
that course so that the two would be in 
use every day, thus doing away with a 
lot of congestion. There is plenty of 
territory around there that could be uti- 
lized for that purpose. *“ MAC."

In these days of modern sporting 
events. we sometimes hear of race- 
horses being doped in order to put over 
a killing or of a boxer being given a

ESE are restiess times for all 
true anglers and every sunny day 
adds to their impatience. ‘For be 
it known, folks, the fishin’ season 
impends. Already some of the more 
adventurous ones are going to the 


li’] practice,” is their alibi. 

There are some new possibilities to 
be reckoned with this year in Lllinois. 
There is serious talk in the present 
session of the state legislature of put- 
ting a closed season on biack bass from 
March 1 to May 29. If it does go 
through it may not be put into effect 
until next year, but it must be consid- 
in making plans. 

In any event, we will still have In- 
diana lakes, where there is no closed 
season, further than prohibiting fishing 
on the spawning beds until July 1. 
These beds are fenced off and plainly 
marked with signs. It may not be out 
of place here to warn those inclined 
to take chances that the temptation to 
just sort of sneak in a cast now and 
then into the forbidden waters should 
be resisted. 


Indiana’s wardens are efficlent—and 
they all’ have high power binoculars! 
It being impossible to locate the 
spawning beds in a river, you may fish 
Indiana streams at any time, We will 
have something to say about river fish- 
ing a little further on. If you go 
a-fishing into the Hoosier state don’t 
forget your nonresident license, It 
costs $1 and may be procured from 
the larger tackle shops and departmen 
stores in the nearby states. 

Those who are getting het up on the 
fishing question and do not care to in- 
vest the expenses of an uncertain out 
of town trip still have our lake front, 
where hungry perch and other fishes 
are congregating to act as reception 
committees for the piscatorially in- 
clined. Fishing-is going to be good on 
the lake front this year, as the state 
fisheries department is going to havea 
patrol boat out all the time to enforce 
the laws against netting within 300 feet 
of a pier. In fact, it is worth men- 
tioning that fishing ought to be good 
everywhere this season. The mild win- 
ter prevented much ice fishing and few 
fishes were smothered by heavy freezes 
or injured by ice jams.

For the riffles, where the wa- 
ter is likely to be clearer, the best bet 
is the helgramite and a spinner and a 
gaudy bass fly also pans out well in 
such a situation. So much for river 
fishing.

In lakes the shallows are the first 
waters to warm in the spring. This 
warming process brings into life many 
forms of larve which attract minnows,. 
and these in turn lure hungry fishes. 
If the water has not warmed syffi- 
ciently for this then you will hav6 to 
go into deep water, although you may 
connect with some loafers in the shal- 
lows after the sun is well up. 

Our experience in this early fishing, 
and we are always out with the ad- 
vance guard, is that it is not necessary 
to go out on a lake until the sun is 
high. If the fish are in the shallows 
a frog is.good in the weeds and the 
same lure, well leaded and reeled slow- 
ly, is a dandy for the deeper places. 

Large minnows, deep traveling wob- | 
blers, and spinner, fly, and pork strip 
are also effective when fishing the 
holes, but use a little restraint in your 
reeling. Remember that the fishes 
haven’t their midseason pep and am- 
bish and will not dash after a fast 
traveling lure like they will when the 
water warms up. 

Also remember this, son: The fish 
you get now would be on the spawn- 
ing beds in a week or so; therefore take 
no more than you need and throw back } 
the surplus, jiggling the fish from the} 
hook if you can,.or handling them as 
little as possible, and then only with

A reaction in the hog market put 
prices at the high point of the week 
and the highest since record time of 
last September. The top was advanced 


to $20.35, or 6c higher than the pre- 
vious high mark for the year. The 
average price was $20.19, showing only 
16c spread from the top price, the range 
being narrowest of the year. 

Day’s “average price was 77c higher 
than a week ago and $2.64 above a year 
ago. Receipts of hogs for the day were 
only 9,000, including 4,300 billed direct 
to packers. Prices advanced 10@25c on 
g00d local and outside buying and at the 
close only 1,000 were left in the pens. 
Receipts of hogs for the weck de- 
creased more than 33,000 from previous | 
week and 20,000 from a year ago. Not 
only were the receipts smaller, but the 
hogs lighter in weight. The estimated 
average weight at 227 pounds was 4 
pounds less than previous week and 14 
pounds lighter than a year ago, only 
one week this year being lighter. 


Hog Receipts Are Short. 


The eleven markets closing day of the 
week received 33,000 hogs, being 8,000 
less than previous Saturday and 24,000 
less than a year ago. Combined arrivals 
at all points for the week at 623,000 were 
104,000 smaller than previous week and 
77,000 smaller than a year ago. The 
trade is expecting a continuance of small 
receipts and looks for further advances 
in the market during the coming week, 
which will prob@bly put the average 
higher than the record evel of last Sep- 
tember. 

Only a few loads of cattle were on sale 
and prices remained unchanged. Cows 
and heifers sold relatively better than 
bulk of steer offerings during the week. 
Calves advanced sharply from the low 
time at start of week, late top being 
$16.00. The Easter demand caused the 
upturn and is expected to be a factor in 
the trade during the coming: week. 
General quality of cattle is improving, 
recent offerings carrying a larger pro- 


supply of inferior grades dwindling. The 


F average price for steers for the week at 


$16.00 was only 10c below previous week, 
$2.25 higher than a year ago, which was 
a record to that time, and $6.90 higher 
than the eight year average for corre- 
sponding week.

for the revision of the Illinois work- 
men’s compensation law and its ad- 
ministration. On Tuesday three bills 
will: be introduced at Springfield, 
backed by all the various interests 
concerned. 

One will amend the compensation 
act, another will create a compensa- 
tion rating bureau under the super- 
vision of the department of trade and 
commerce, and the third will amend 


the reserve’ laws to make them uni- 
form with the best practice of other 
states. The benefits under the com- 
pensation act will be increased in ac- 
cordance with the request of organized 
labor, which also supports the rating 
and reserve bills in order to make cer- 
tain the instaliments accruing under 
the compensation awards, which fre- 
quently extend over a long period of 
years, will be adequately safeguarded. 

The compegsation rating bill has al- 
ready been introduced by the mutual 
casualty companies, representing about 
90 per cent of the mutual premiums 
in the state. This will now be amend- 
ed and made a part of the general com- 
pensation legislation program. The 
rating bill places the control of rates 
in the hands of a bureau, the board 
of directors including representatives 
of the employers, labor, stock, and 
mutual companies, with a representa- 
tive of the department of trade and 
commerce. This will be the first time 
any state has given the employers and 
premium payers the right to assist in 
the determination of proper compensa- 
tion rates. 


MINNESOTA BILL BEATEN. 


Minnesota has defeated the compulsory 
and monopolistic state workmen's compen- 
eation bill, which was backed by the labor 
element and the Nonpartisan league. The 
bill was amended in the house to permit 
mutuals td do business, but the stock com- 
panies were still ¢xcluded. In the senate 
the bill was amended last week to permit 
the stock companies to write in competition 
with the state insurance fund. The advo- 
cates of state insurance, who usually insist 
upon monopoly, announced that if the stock 
companies were permitted to compete with 
the state fund they would oppose the entire 
measure. In consequence the Dill was de 
feated by a vote of 70 to 9. No action has 
yet be taken in Missouri, where a similar 
monopolistic ‘ workmen's compensation bill 
is pending, also backed by the labor inter- 
ests. It has passed in the house, but it is

senate, at least in its monopolistic form. 


FAVOR GRAIN ASSOCIATION. 


Answers are coming in promptly from the 
companies in the Underwriters’ Grain asso- 
ciation to the questions propounded by its 
officers as to its continuance. It is under- 
etool that nearly 90 per cent favor con- 
tinuance of the association for at least an- 
other year. The subject will be discussed 
at the coming meeting of the Western Union 
in Philadelphia, when it is assumed that 
enough companies will have answered to 
justify a decision as to future policy. 


INSURANCE NOTES. 


The Kansas insurance department has noti-/| 
fied all life companies doing business in that 
state that war riders cannot be added to: 
their policies and that war claims must be/| 
paid in full in spite of riders. ‘This does 
not apply to companies whose originial ppl- 
icies contained a war clause. 

The Liberty Fire of Omaha has been in- 
corporated by P. F. Zimmer, president of the 
Nebraska National of Lincoln. Mr. Zimmer 
recently tried to secure the reissuance of the 
license of the Columbia Fire, but the Ne- 
braska department refused to issue it.

HOT CROSS BUNS. 


BUN is a sart of sweet bread, 
baked in small or individual 
portion. Plain buns, hot cross 
; buns, plum buns, seed buns, 
Batn buns, cinnamon buns, and the 
“same sorts of things with foreign 
lames, are alwayS a SWeet compro- 
mise between a bread and cake. 

A bun is baked, but a bun dough 
rolied out and Cut in plait or fancy 
shapes may be fried in deep fat The 
foundation may be one ‘and the same 
for all, or just a sweet dough. = Ad- 
ding raisins or currants to this dough 
we may make a plum bun; adding 
seeds we get a seed bun, or by garnish- 

“ing it,with something like chopped 
almonds we may call it an almond 
bun; marking it with a cross we may 
call it a hot cross bun. The differ- 
_ ence between a bum dough and a coffee 
cake dough is only imaginary. 

Sweet doughs like that for buns or 
coffee cakes are easier for the ama- 
.teur cook to succeed “with, than plain 
doughs. Willy nilly, they rise, given 
half a chance, and the probiem may 
be to keep them from rising too much, 
especially after:being put into the 
oven. The reasén is that yeast eats 
up or works .more quickly on sugar 
than dt does on flour. When other 
sugary things like raisins and candied 
fruits are put in, and then @ sugary 
garnish added, we get a mixture that 
must be suppressed by a hot oven. 

A good ceal of the success of a bun 
depenfis upon its external appearance. 
For this reason, then, the correct bak- 
ing of the bun is half the battle. 
Brushing it with unbeaten egg white 
before it is put into the oven gives the 
bun the glaze or shine, but it is heat, 


quickly effective, that gives the beauti- 
ful and suitable color. This heat is 
actually augmented by some sugar on 
the top. 

It is possible to get unexpected 
effects in a truly hot oven, say one up 
te 459 degrees. This heat approxi- 
mutes that of a hut Irying fat and 
the time of cooking is equally short- 
ened. It does not take long to cook 
a doughnut in fat of the right tem- 
perature. The same dough rolled thin 
requires no more time in the oven. 

Some of the bakers sprinkle ground 
up rock candy over buns, before put- 
ting them in the oven, after brushing 
them with ezge white or a substitute. 
They eommonly get a bun with a 
gently rolling top. But by putting this 


sugar carefully on the center of a 


brushed bun, I belieVe it is possible tu 
get a bun with a real peak. 

This was the experiment tried. Two 
pans of buns, nine to a pan, were cut 
out from a sweet yeast dough rolled 
out to about three-fourths of an inch 
thickness. Part of the buns of one 
pan were marked as scones are, by 
making two lines or indentations at 
right angles, across them, with the 
back of u knife. Those in the second 
pan were each marked in a different 
fashion by using little comfits and 
other candies to form a cross just in 
the middle and never extending clear 
across the bun. 

This latter pan was put in the back 
of a hot oven and in ten minutes the 
buns were beautifully brown and each 
one had a littie peak. . From the peak 
to the bottom the thickness was from 
three to four times what it was when 
the bun went-into the oven and the 
size around at the edge was somewhat 
less than at the start. It was the 
sugar on top, quickly heated, that 
helped to bring them up. Those in the 


other pan had simply a rounding and 


ordinary bun top, not so pretty by con- 
siderable. Where sugar comfits had 
been sprinkled at the center of thdse 
marked like a scone, the bun was much 
thicker at that point. 

By the way, the tiny anise comfits 
add a piquancy to a bun that is about 


as pleasant as any that can be found, 
Three or four other 
sorts tried out, and especially larger 
sorts of comfits, do not blend with the 
dough. Hard bits of sugar must be

In Rome, Italy, they are fond 
of adding a variety of sweet bits and 


-then making the bun accordingly, so 


that what in plain form they gave a 


name to, meaning a little piece of bread, 


or a sweet cake, may have a name 
signifying love or joy or surprise. 
Just as there are no end of varia- 


tions in making a bread, so there are | 


no end of variations in the method of 
putting our bun dough in shape, and 
also variations in the quantities used. 
I try different methods each year when 
it comes hot bun season, but the final 
effects are all about the same. 

Since we may make our sweet. bun 
simply by adding sugar, butter, egg, 
and fruit to a plain bread dough, there 
is no reason Why we may not make an 
excellent quick bun by making the 
same additions to a baking powder bis- 
cuit dough. I have made suc’. Such 
a dough is quickly put together, espe- 
cially if you melt the butter rather 
than rub or cut it into the flour, and 
requires. next to no-kKneading. You 
may garnish the cut out bun, after 
glazing it with egg white, just as you 
garnish any bun. You may make and 
eat your share of these buns within 
an hour. 


‘Plain Buns—1. 

Sift one pine of flour with one scant 
teaspoon of salt into a bowl. Put one 
pint of milk to heat arfd wher scalding 
hot take from fire and add to it one 
ounce of butter. Beat one egg, and 
‘when the milk and butter have cooled 
to lukewarm, beat them With the egg 
and three tablespoons of sugar and 
then stir the whole into the flour. 

In the meantime a half ounce of 
compressed yeast should have been dis- 
solved in two tablespoons of tepid 
water. Add this to the dough when 
the other ingredients have been per- 
fectly mixed in and stir it in well. 
Sti in sufficient flour—about . four 
cups—to* make: a stiff dough which 
can be kneaded. The more thoroughly 
the flour is beaten in, part at a time, 
the more likely is the kneading to be 
easier and more quickly done. 

When enough flour has been added 
so that the surface of the dough is 
rather d@¥, turn out on a flour rubbed 
board, sprinkle a little flour over it. 
and knead, repeating the sprinkling of 
flour until the dough is elastic and 
will not stick to the board. Put back 
in. bowl, rub lightly with butter, set 
. to rise, and when double knead down, 
Fell out into a half or three-quarter 
fimch sheet, cut out buns and let them 
stand in a warm place for ten minutes. 
Brush with egg, garnish to taste, and 
bake. 


Plain Buns—IlI. 
Four cups of flour at room tempera- 
ture, one cup of scalded milk, two 


“ounces of butter, a half teaspoon or 


more of salt—when raisins and other 
sweet fruits are added some use a lit- 
.tle more salt than otherwise and some 
less, according to taste—four table- 
spoons of sugar, and one-half ounce of 
compressed yeast. Cool thé milk to 
tepid or to about 85 degrees on’a milk 
thermometer, the butter having been 


‘melted in it. 


Dissolve the yeast In a 
half cup of tepid water, with a tea- 
spoon of sugar to make it more active. 
The yeast may be beaten with the 
milk and butter when they are luke- 
wirm or added after the dough has 
been partly mixed.

Hot Cross Buns. 

There are numerous ways to put a 
cross on a plain bun to make it a 
hot cross bun, especially if it is to be 
eaten cold, as most buns are today, 
even when called “hot.” Often buns 
are iced with a soft icing after they 
are baked. This is made by dissolving 
XXXX sugar in a bit of water, milk, 
or other liquid like orange juice. Bo 
make a cross with this icing is- not 
hard. Cut a cross out of the middle of 
a piece of white paper, put the opening 
over. the middie of a bun, and put on 
the icing through this cross. It should 
be small. Colored sugars or. pounded 
rock candy may then be sprinkled on

Plum Buns. 

Hot cross buns are as often plum 
buns as not, and spiced as well. When 
spices are to be used in a bun they 
should be added to the flour and sifted 
with it. Buns with a heavy streak of 
spice at some point are not palatable 
to people not spice gournfands. 

One way to make a bun dough out 
of a plain bread dough is to cream the 
necessary butter and sugar—you can 
vary the amount almost to_your taste 
—beat these with an egg, mix the 
fruit, like raisins and currants and 
orange peel, and then add this to a 
plain dough before it is kneaded.

May Disappear

MW @ landscape of dismal flatness. 
ike ours, every tower, spire, stee- 


ple, minaret, or other structure 


that lifts the eye up and that 
breaks the mournful monotony of the 
featureless skyline is a tonic to the 


soul and an effort- toward beauty. If, 


im addition to this, such an architec. 
tural finger pointing heavenward has 
been a landmark for several genera- 
tions its protection and continued ex- 
istence becomes the concern of every 
inhabitant within a wide radius. 

Such a landmark, such a symbol! of 
@ past era, of the traditions and asso- 
dlations of other times, is the water 
works tower at the junction of North 
Michigan avenue and East Chicago 
avenue, 

Since 1869 {it has stood there, the 
wnohanging, conspicuous object for 
miles around, whether viewed from 
land or lake. 

At first it looked out over a prairie 
village, called the “Garden City,” 
where thousands of homes nestled in 
the thick foliage of lovely gardens. 
When, tn a tornado of fiame and 
amoke, this city of homes was swept 
g@way, the one piece of man’s hand!- 
work which withstood the fierce and 
flery enemy was this tower. Through 
those three days and nights from Oct. 
8 to 13, 1871, the fleeing, distraught. 
multitudes had one guiding beacon— 
this white shaft about which smoke 
clouds whirled and against which 
flaming brands hurtled vainly. 


> 
t After Fire. 

When a flattened mass of smolder- 
tng ruins lay about it, returning resti- 
Gents could only find the site of for- 
mer homes by using the tower as a 
focal point. 

It watched the slow rebuflding fn the 
succeeding decades, and was itself an 
object of great interest. Up its wind. 
ing stair climbed many thousands of 
visitors. The climb was a favorite test 
ef physical endurance of the youth of 
the last quarter of the nineteenth cen. 
tury. In those days it was a popular 
expedition for bridal couples to mount 
to the tower’s lookout and thence gaze, 
arm in arm, over the sprawling city 
and the glittering jake. 

And now once more it soars-above a 
- mew architectural era, and, if it has 

eacquired in these years of silent ob- 
servation any esthetic sense, it is prob 
ably saying, as it gazes southward. 
down that hideous expanse of asphalt 
bordered on one side by shabby, low 
browed structures and on the other by 
even shabbier ruins: 

“What, in the name of beauty, are 
these benighted mortals doing now?” 

My old_friend, companion of my 
childhood, image of romance and ad- 
venture, Chicago’s one connecting link 
between yesterday and today: these be- 
nighted mortals are planning things 
for the glory of today and tomorrow 
with no thought of that brightest dia- 
dem of any community, any nation, 
any civilization, an honorable past.

Stockholm is full of Once rich 
Russian refugees who fled from the 
revolution with their money, jewels, 
furs, and other treasures. At first they 
lived riotously at the Swedish capital 
and squandered their money. But now 
all of them have sold their possessions 
and many are in the greatest want 
and misery. 

Another phase of the war cloud in 
Sweden of which we are quite ignorant 
is the fact that many of the finest 
young lads of the country thought it 
was their duty to go to the aid of their 
Finnish neighbors, the Whites, in their 
struggle with the bolshevistic Reds. 
Among these Swedish aids was a band 
of boys all under 20, members of well 
known families, which band was en- 
tirely wiped out fighting for Finland.

PURE AIR. 
(From Engineering and Contracting.] 

On every “mote that dances in a sunbeam” there 
rides many a disease germ. The dust particles sent 
flying by motor vehicles or gusts of wind are so many 
infinitesimal omnibuses carrying loads of passengers 
who wish to be put off in some warm nose, throat 
or lung where they may multiply. And the same 
holds true of every particle of soot that escapes 
unburned from a chimney. : 

To the man who knows this much of soience, dirty 
streets, and sooty air are mcre dangerous than al) 
the murderers at large in all the world. But to the 
average person street dust and smoke are nothing 
more than unsightly and disagreeable objects, In 
the city of Chicago—to take only one of several ex- 
amples—countiess chimneys and hundreds of loco- 
motives are daily spewing the air with soot through- 
out the winter months. Let a person wash and wipe 
hig nostrils clean before breakfast, and if he will 
wipe them an hour or two later he will discolor his 
handkerchief with big, black blotches. These blotches 
are the soot that is sifted out by the fine hairs in the 
nostrils. But in his lungs are worse blotches from the 
soot that they have sifted out. People grow old 
and die fast enough in the purest of air. Such a 
smoke laden atmosphere strikes years from the cal 
endar of the average life. Yet the average person 
does not know it, and goes as complacently to an 
earlier death as do the cattle to the slaughter pen. 


The air of every city can be made pure by being 
kept pure, and it is the function of engineers to 
bring this about. Not only is it their function to 
keep city air pure, but it {s peculiarly their duty to 
arouse the public to authorizing them to apply their 
knowledge.

5. Subacute febrile patients, and es- 
pecially empyema patients, whose pleural 
abscesses are draining. These patients 
require a good deal of meat, eggs, milk, 
and cheese. They lose a good deal of 
protein and they need a diet rich in 
that substance as found tn meat, milk, 
eggs, beans, and soya flour. | 

6. Convalescents who need consider- 
able food, but who -have not much ap- 
petite—for examplé, convalescents after 
pneumonia. Such patients need to have 
their food prepared and served as at- 
tractively as possible. 

7. The patients who have a tendency 
to constipation. These are served a laxa- 
-tive diet. Such a diet contains a good 
deal of roughage and a good deal of 
fruits and vegetables. Maj. Hoskins says 
the routine use of cathartics in a hos- 
pital reflection on the dietitian, 
I wish we could get the quartermasters’ 
department to think the same way about 
men on duty at the post—the health ef- 
ficient soldier. The records show that 
nearly half the men. answer regi- 
mental sick call merely want ocathar- 
tics. This could be remedied {n great 
part by changing the regular ration 
somewhat.«s 

8. The men sick with ailments for 
which special diet is ordered, such as 
diabetics, heart disease cases, nephritics, 
and patients with gastro-intestinal dis- 
orders. Maj. Hoskins thinks that every 
hospital should have a list of forbidden 
foods on which should be corned beef 
and cabbage, sauerkraut, fried cabbage, 
fried bologna, and other sophisticated 
meats, pickled pigs’ feet, and other in- 
digestibles. I am not certain that I 


lessens the amount consumed as well as 
the amount getting into the garbage can. 
A most wasteful method as to bread is 
that which prevailed in all restaurants 
and hotels prior to the war, and which 
is beginning to reappear. I mean the 
custom of setting a plate of sliced bread 
before the customer when he takes his 
Seat at the table. A glass of water 
‘should be placed before him as quickly 
as possible and thg@ customer should 
drink it at once, but no more harmful 
practice. for the customer and scarcely 


prietor could be devised than placing a 
large plate of attractive free bread and 
butter within easy reach. 


An essential for good dining, accord- 
ing to Maj. Hoskins, is the “ clean plate 
rule.” “Take all you want,” “ Eat all 
you take,” are two of the mottoes made 
use of. I know a.sanitarium which kept 
its per capita cost of maintenance from 
rising during the first three years of the 
war. It claims that a good part of its 
success was due to enforcing, the clean 
plate rule. 


sugar and cream on the table. If the 
men do not get enough sugar at the 
table they buy more at the canteen. It 
is advisable to put the sugar in shakers 
rather than to have the men dip their 
spoons into sugar bowls. Where sugar 
is left accessible on the table the in- 
crease in use was only .063 of a potind 
per man per day—scarcely enough to 
consider. The experience of the war 
taught that men on duty and, therefore, 
doing a lot of muscle work, require rath- 
er more sugar than was found in the old 
ration. Nevertheless Maj. Hoskins found 
it advisable to punish the men by an 
occasional sugariess day. Had he not 
done so he would have found the in- 
crease in consumption of sugar from set- 
_ting the shakers on the table much 
greater. | 

The use of condensed mifi was en- 
couraged. It was placed on the table 
and the men were encouraged to uss it. 
At least four ounces of condensed 


and when we condemn sophisticated 
meats sweepingly we condemn ham, 
bacon, and all other preserved or em; 
balmed meats, some of which are popu- 
lar among the sick. 

The plan of having ten menus and 
changing daily is advocated. Some peo- 
ple have a weekly routine, but this has 
a psychological disadvantage. If the 
boiled dinner comes on Monday and the 
bread pudding on Tuesday, we, the eat- 
ers, get on to the routine and come to 
dislike it. If, on the. other hand, the . 
cycle is ten days, the housekeeper and 
cook will keep track of the sequence, 
but the consumers will not. 

A meal is commonly built around cer- 
tain staples, such as tomato soup, roast 
beef and potatoes, bread, a vegetable, 
a dessert, and coffee. If the tndividual

MUST COMPLY WITH LAWS. 

_ Chicago, March 27.—[{To the Friend of 
the People.J—I landed in New York lat- 
ter part of December, 1903, and imme 
diately proceded to become a naturalized 
citizen. Before I had been in the United 
States the stipulated five years the nat- 
uralization law was changed and, rather 
than take advantage of a fraudulent pro- 
ceeding, I waited my time Circum- 
stances made it necessary for me to 
travel considerably, and I never estab- 
lished residence tn any given place until 
now—I have been in Chicago more than 
one year. 

About two years ago I was told by a 
federal officer in Iowa that my papers 
would hold good, as they were taken out 
before the new law came into effect, but 


I was informed that I had to apply for 
new first papers and go through the pro- 
ceedings again. : 

The trouble is now that I may have to 
travel again, and in that case I shall 
inever have a chance to apply for my 
' final papers. As the case stands I have 
lost my citizenship in my native state— 
Denmark—and I am not allowed to apply 
for citizenship papers in the United 
States. What can I do? y ae 

The writer apparently has been fully ad- 
vised as to the naturalization law. 

Before he may file a petition .for naturaliza 
tion -he must. have a valid declaration of in- 
| tention, not less than two years nor more 
than seven years old, and he must have 
'resided itn the state {n which he may file 
® petition at least one year, continuously, 
| next preceding the date of the petition. 

' Uniess- he can comply with these pro 
visions of the law, this service knows of no 
way for him to be naturalized, as congress 
has provided that an alien may be naturalized 
a8 provided tn the act of June 29. 1906, and 
not otherwise.

The portrait of the artist's daugh- 
ter, Morella Borisovna Anisfeld, paint- 
ef in Petrograd in 1914, {s in certain re 
spects the most appealing painting in 
Anisfeld’s exhibit. The little girl stands 
peside a chair, on the soft cushioned 
seat of which a cat is curled in bliss- 
ful content.. The entire canvas is 
bathed in deep, rich, dark ‘colors, and 
yet the effect of the composition, rich 
as it is, is of simpMtity. 

So different is this from the other 
portraits that it is difficult to believe 
the same man painted it and them. 
There is nothing daring in it. nothing 


unusual, nothing exotic, nothing impos- 
dble, nothing unnatural. But in the 
several other portraits, including a 
sumber of self-portraits, the qualities 
that are famous for their absence in 
the likeness of his daughter, make up 
for that absence by a multitudinous 
presence. 

This theme jof the unusual is more 
is place in the decorative designs of 
wich Mr. Anisfeld is showing a num- 
ber. One searcely expects the com-

The United 
States Industrial Alcohol company 
whose plant at Curtis Bay is probably 
the largest distillery in the United 
States, is the sole owner of a patent for 
a new fuel which has marked ad- 


‘vantages for use in automobile engines, 


it is reported from Washington. 

Advantages of the fuel are said td be 
greater power, ‘lower engine tempera- 
ture and absolutely no carbon. It is 
said to cause no corrosion of: the engine 
parts. And the reports are that it can 
be produced at half the cost of pro- 
ducing gasoline. 

The probabilities are that that big 
distillery at Curtis Bay will be devoted 
to the manufacture of this fuel in the 
future. The distillery was used during 
the war to make alcohol for the manu- 
facture of explosives and poison gases. 

Before the war ended it had been 
proved that the n-- “vel could be used 
with great advar. is a fuel for 
aeroplanes. Becuiis. patents were 
turned over to the United States gov- 
ernment for war use no announcement 
was made of the development of the 
product, although the company used it 
for its own automobiles for some 
months before the armistice was signed 
and found it cheaper, more powerful, 
and generally more satisfactory than 
gasoline.
